PASTORS GIVEN 
SERMON ADVICE 
BY SPEAKERS 


"Quite often the text is a homo- 
letical magician’s hat. out of w'hich 
the preacher pulls his own partic­ 
ular brand of white rabbit, but only 
because he first placed the rabbit 
in the hat,” was one of the com­ 
ments of Dr. James T. Cleland. 
Zimmerman lecturer for Seminary 
Week, during his second lecture 
Wednesday afternoon on the annual 
Seminary Week program. 
"By reading Into the text one’s 
ow'n Ideas, one is bound to come up 
with a faulty interpretation of the 
Bible. This is eisegesis, and is a 
rather frequent heresy amongst 
ministers who are ignorant, sloven­ 
ly. dishonest and slaves of tradi­ 
tion. 
"We are the servants of the 
Word of God" and this leads the 
preacher to correct these faults 
through drawing out of the passage 
the original meaning of the author, 
exposition of w’hat the text means 
for our times and application by 
penetrating the contemporary sit­ 
uation with the eternal Word of 
God, stated Dr. Cleland. 
Before an audience of more than 
500 this morning. Dr. Cleland con­ 
tinued his lecture series consider­ 
ing "the heresy of purposelessness 
in preaching,” or "aimed at noth­ 
ing in particular—and hit it square­ 
ly.” 
"The basic aim should be to 
bring the worshipper into a good 
relationship w’ith God and keep him 
there.” He said general aims of a 
sermon are to explain, instruct, con­ 
vince, influence the intellectual at­ 
titude, to stimulate emotionally 
and to move the hearer to action. 
"Otherwise,” he said, a "mist in 
the pulpit will lead to fog in Ute 
1 pew.” Dr. Cleland will deliver his

Form,” and his final lecture Fri­

Young Van Why drove around 
all night, said Cloud, stopping to 
loot two homes, where he stole a 
38 pistol and the .22 rifle which 
figured in the shooting. 
Ebele approached him Monday 
while the boy was target prac­ 
ticing and "we got a little mad 
at each other," the district at­ 
torney quoted the boy as saying. 
Af:er Ebele was shot in the head, 
the boy fled but rammed the stolen 
truck against a tree in his haste 
He ran to the Ebele garage and 
started to take a car when Mrs.
